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TROOPS ON THE ROAD 
TOWARD BULL HILL 


M ILITIA HASTENING TOW ARD 
TH E SCENE OF TROUBLE 


There W ill Be No Battle Until They 
Come But Deputies W ill Follow 
the Troops Into the Strikers Forti­ 
fications and Serve Two Hundred 
Warrants. 


D iv id e, Col., June 
7.—The state 
troops left this morning for Midland, 
and from there w ill march to Bull Hill. 


Cr ipple Creek, Cola, June 7.—There 
w ill be no battle between the fortified 
union mines on Bull Hill and the army 
of 1,000 deputy sheriffs who are now 
encamped on Beaver creek, less than 
five miles away, unless a treacherous 
move is made. 
The miners were w ill­ 
ing to submit to the militia, but de­ 
clared they would never be arrested 
until the troops arrived. 
Alexander 
McIntosh, representing the miners, 
announced that they would lay down 
their arms immediately on the arrival 
of the state troops. 
The deputies w ill 
follow the troops to the miners’ camp 
and serve warrants which they are 
said to hold for 200 strikers. 
D e n v e r, Colo., June 7.—Gov. Waite 
says that the movement of the deputy 
sheriffs against Bull H ill to arrest 
strikers is in violation of an armistice. 
While nothing is said on this point in 
the agreement made by him in behalf 
of the miners w ith the mine-owners, 
it was tactitly understood that no at* 
tem pt should be made to serve any 
warrants until after the m ilitia had 
reached Cripple Creek and the mines 
been reopened. 
Colorado S prings, Cola, June 7.— 
T he First regim ent of the National 
guard is stranded here. 
Owing to the 
railroad washouts the men can not 
reach Cripple Creek. 
It would take 
them nearly a week overland. 
Montrose, Cola, June 7.—The fifty- 
five armed miners who seized a train 
at Rico Monday to go to assist the 
strikers at Cripple Creek and were 
stranded here by the abandonment of 
the train by the railroad company 
captured the east-bound train last 
night and held it by force until aftei 
l l o’clock. 
Most of them finally got 
off the cars.

SAT ALL MUST AG REE. 


McKinley to send troops immediately. 
Colum bus, Ohio, June 7.—The order 
for troops came to Gov. McKinley at 
a late hour last night for help in east­ 
ern Ohio. 
The governor at once issued 
orders for troops. 
The entire number 
of troops called out aggregated in the 
neighborhood of 1,500 men. 
P h il a d e l p h ia, P a , June 7.—A cir­ 
cum stantial statem ent is made here 
that Gov. McKinley of Ohio had writ­ 
ten President Kimball of the Norfolk 
& Western railway company protest­ 
ing against that line’s shipment of 
non-union Virginia bituminous coal 
into or through Ohio during the strike. 
The same report has it that President 
Kimball promptly replied that the 
Norfolk & Western would continue its 
inter-state traffic and should look for 
ample protection of its property in 
Ohio. 
The miners have represented 
to the governor that they must have 
the traffic stopped. 


A gain st U nited States Law. 
De n v e r, CoL, June 7.—One of the 
grievances of the striking coal miners 
in Colorado has been the issuance of 
script which they have been forced to 
accept end use at the company’s stores. 
Gov. Waite claims that this is a viola­ 
tion of the United States law.

Colum bus, Ohio, June 7.—The mem 
hers of the executive board of the 
United Mine Workers went home yes­ 
terday w ith the hardest task before 
them of their lives. 
A half dozen were 
interviewed and they united in the be­ 
lief that nothing would come of the 
d istrict conferences for tw o reasons— 
the miners w ill be satisfied with noth 
ing {nit an advanced scale and the 
operators will not attend in any num­ 
bers. 
While the negotiations author­ 
ized are on a strict basis, yet they are 
intended nevertheless to be uniform 
and national instead of locaL 
The 
miners in the various districts w ill not 
be authorized to resume work until 
all the territory affected by their laboi 
is included in the settlem ent 
The 
miners claim that if this is not the case 
the settlem ent w ill be a failure. 
M a ssii.LOM, Ohio, June 7,—The action 
of the National Executive board and 
district presidents of the United Mine 
Workers gives dissatisfaction here to 
mine owners and the miners them­ 
selves, as it seems to end the hope of 
a 70-eent rate for Ohio. 
The 2,000 
miners of the Massillon district want 
the 70-cent rate re-established on gen­ 
eral grounds, and the operators were 
equally favorable. 
Whatever the Co­ 
lumbus decision may seem to mean to 
th e country at large, it points to the 
indefinite continuation of the Massil­ 
lon strike.

B r a z il, Ind., J u n e 7.—W illiam Barr, 
engineer of freight train No. I extra, 
west bound on the V andalia road, w as 
killed at 2 o'clock y esterd ay a fte rn o o n 
by being hit on the back of th e head 
by a large stone thrown from a m ob 
of miners. 
Conductor W. J. 11 arab man 
was badly hurt and one b rak em an 
was slightly injured, being hit by a 
rock. 
One hundred strikers endeav­ 
ored to stop a preceding freight train 
which was carrying coal, but finding 
they could not accomplish their de­ 
sire, stoned it, breaking out the glass 
in the engine and caboose. 
The train­ 
men escaped unhurt, however. 
The 
crowd was augmented and more de­ 
termined by the time the train came 
along, engineered by Barr, and it w as

The deed was committed three miles 
east of this city, and the dead man was 
brought here and later the remains 
were shipped to his home in Terre 
Haute after an inquest had been held.

hundred stopped the mixed train south 
on the Evansville & Terre Haute road, 
which carries freight and passengers 
between this place and Clay City.

•‘The hinges of Castle Garden gates 
mre rusting,” say the Janesville steam* 
ship agents. 
Workmen are not coming to America 
this year. 
Those who have felt the 
rigors of “ good old democratic times” 
are advising friends in the old country 
to stay home. 
The people thus kept 
back are not the idle, thriftless and 
violent. 
The skilled workman who 
can make fair wages in the old coun­ 
try is the man who refuses to take 
chances in such times. 
He is the man 
America needs, the man she will not 
get as long as democrats are in power, 
for a law that makes foreign factories 
prosper makes America a good country 
to stay away from. 
“ I talked with many steamshi 
agents in Scotland while I was over 
there/’ said William Paul, '‘and they 
all told me that hardly a ticket fo 
America was being sold. 
Ships from 
America to the old country, however, 
are crowded. 
Workman think that 
they will be better 
in their 
old 
Monies.” 
Workmen on their way back to Eu­ 
rope buy their tickets in New York 
When they are buying tickets to send 
over to friends, however, they usually 
patronize the local agent. 
This busi­ 
ness furnishes the largest part of the 
local agents’ commissions, and it is 
now wholly shut off. 
Hence Janes­ 
ville men weep.

“The sale of tickets at this time 
was never smaller,” said Mr. Peterson, 
of Trulson A Peterson, who represent 
the Cunard line.

of the emigrants 
from these countries are born workers, 
mostly farm hands, and go right to 
work on arriving. 
Tney have been 
informed that there is no farm work 
bere, aud have concluded to postpone 
coming.”

Frank Haselton represents a num* 
ber of lines, but says with the excep* 
tion of one Janesville lawyer and one 
well-to-do German family he knows of 
mo ticket sales this season. The attor 
acy and German family expect to go 
■broad this summer, but they are not 
certain.

Other ticket agents report the same. 
Formerly local agents received good 
commissions on their sales of tickets, 
people here buying and sending tick­

They are molded, pure 
silver being used: 
There are other 
counterfeit dollar coins, but none so 
cleverly made as this one which has 
just been discovered. 
The others are 
easily detected, as the metal is poor, 
and light, compared with the genu­ 
ine ”

There are at pres­ 
ent ten cables con­ 
necting 
the 
Old 
w i t h 
t h e N e w 
World, but so rapid­ 
ly has the 
cable 
b u s i n e s s grown 
that they are in­ 
adequate to handle 
it a lt 
It was on 
August 16, 1858, that the first message 
was sent under the Atlantic, but the 
cable broke down twenty-three days 
afterward, and communication was not 
resumed until July, 1866, since which 
time 
it 
has 
been 
uninterrupted. 
The original charge for a message, 
w hile there was only one cable in ex­ 
istence, was $5 per word, but the lay­ 
ing of new cables with consequent 
competition, has brought the price 
down to 25 cents per word, and, as a 
result, the business has enormously in­ 
creased. 
Now one of the cable com­ 
panies is adding to its equipment by 
putting down two new cables, the 
shore ends of which are now beiug 
laid. 
No cables had been laid during 
the previous ten years, but experiment 
in the meantime has shown many im­ 
provements, and these have been in­ 
corporated in the new lines. 
The cables have been made by Sie­ 
m ens Bros. & Ca, whose factory at 
W oolwich, England, has been work­ 
ing night and day to complete the 
order, so that the cable it ay be laid 
during the summer. 
Altogether 2,201 
nautical miles of cable have 
been 
made, and these consumed 495 tons of 
copper wire, 315 tons of gutta percha, 
575 tons of jute yarn, 3,000 tons of 
Bteel wire and 1,075 tons of compound 
and tar, making a total w eight of 
5,460 tons. 
The order for the cable 
was given Nov. 21 of last year, and 
rapid work was begun at once. 
The cable is largely made by ma­ 
chinery, and the tw isting of the wire 
and covering w ith tar and gutta percha 
are done by automatic apparatus. The 
deep-sea portion of the cable, which is 
the sm allest part Of it in size but the 
longest in length, was manufactured 
a t the rate of five nautical Railes per 
day by one machine, and there being 
ten machines of this kind at work 
there were fifty-five miles of deep-sea 
cable turned out every twenty-four 
hours. 
The shore ends of the cable, 
however, required much more time to 
manufacture. 
It is necessary 
that 
these should be very large and strong. 
As long as the cable lies along the bed 
of the ocean it is out of harm's way. 
No storms, however violent, can reach 
it 
It is not affected by any change of 
the temperature, and it is too deep to 
molested by fish or any kind of ma­ 
rine creature. 
It is therefore only necessary in ^he 
deep-sea portion of the cable that the 
little copper wires in 
the “core,” 
w hich convey the message, be thor­ 
oughly insulated and kept dry. 
This 
is accomplished by their being covered 
w ith a coating of jute and gutta­ 
percha, over which is a sheathing of 
sm all steel wires. 
This sheathing in­ 
creases in 
strength and protective 
power as the shallow water is ap­ 
proached, and there are seven differ­ 
ent sizes in the new cables. 
The 
“core” containing the copper wires 
along which the messages are sent is 
carried through all sizes unchanged. 
The heaviest part of the cable is that 
w hich 
is near 
the 
shore, 
where 
the motion of the waves may wash it 
to and fro among the rocks and stoner, 
that would otherwise soon cut it. 
Along the bank0 of Newfoundland 


Faraday can lay the deep j?ea portion 
of the cable at the rate of peven naut­ 
ical miles per hour, proceeding under 
almost a full head of steam. 
The 
cable is simply paid out from the stern 
like a rope. 
Occasionally, however, 
the steamer w ill stop and pay out a 
lot of cable before proceeding. 
This 
is done where she comes to a cliff or 
sudden fall 
in the bottom of the 
ocean, which is not level, as some peo­ 
ple imagine, but has all the topo­ 
graphical features of dry land. 
The Faraday is provided with maps 
of the bottom of the ocean as accurate 
as if made by submarine surveyors. 
At all points it is sought to have the 
cable actually resting on the bottom 
and not stretching from hill to h ilt 
While the Faraday is laying the cables 
electricians on board are constantly 
keeping up communication with the 
shore, so as to • see that it is in good 
running order, and while in the middle 
of the Atlantic the officers of the ship 
may learn the latest news. 
When a 
buoy is picked up the submerged end

It is kept in 
large tanks of water and transferred 
to such tanks aboard the Faraday, 
where it is coiled up. 
When the shore 
end is all paid out it w ill be buoyed, 
and the Faraday, coming back some 
weeks or a month later, w ill look 
around for the buoy in order to pick 
up the cable again. 
Thus passengers across the Atlantic 
may 
see a buoy away out in the 
ocean, but mariners w ill be warned to 
let it alone, as it marks the end of one 
of the sections of the new cable. The

Bananas are about the cheapest and 
most seasonable fruit now in the mar­ 
ket and the skill of the economical 
housekeeper is best evinced by making 
use of the articles that cost the least 
It is not uncommon to see bunches of 
tw enty bananas offered for 25 cents, 
and at this price there can scarcely be 
a more economical material for a des­ 
sert 
^shortcake made like ordinary 
biscuit dough, rolled thin and baked 
in two layers, with bits of butter be­ 
tween, may be pulled apart when 
done, buttered and spread thickly with 
sliced bananas; sprinkle with powdered 
sugar, put on the other half and send 
to the table at once with whipped or 
sweetened cream.

good enough without either, as cream 
hardly places it among cheap desserts.

From Thom asville a thriving little 
town on the Mobile and Birmingham 
road, 102 miles north of this place,
